THE PROPOSED NEW CONSTITUTION—SOME OF ITs 
LEADING FEATURES, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lovis. Sept. 17.—If “the best Government 
is that wich governs least,” and if, of al! rulers,

A MODEL GOVERNMENT. 

The new Constitation, adopted in Convention 
Aug. 2, and doubtless to be accepted by the 
people at a special election Oct. 30, probably sur- 
passes any other organic law ever framed in this 
country in depriving the people of power to gov- 
ern or tax themselves. Moreover, the people re- 
gard this, not as an objection, but as an exceed- 
ingly praiseworthy and desirable feature of the 
Constitution, and, on account of it, will proba 
bly adopt that instrument by a large majority. 
There is really no organized opposition to 
it, and, the more thoroughly the voters under- 
stand that they are to be imprisoned in 
& constitutional straight-jacket, to keep from 
doing harm to themselves, the better they like 
it. This is a singular confession of the unwill- 
ingness of the people te trust themselves; » 
strange proof of the growing distrust ot majori- 
ty-rule. But it cannot be denied that the ex- 
perience of this State, under Republican rule 
prior to 1871, and since that time under Demo- 
cratic rule, has been enough to justify a great 
deai of 

DISTRUST AND SELF-RESTRAINT. 
Many counties, cities, towns, and school-dis- 
triets, have been frightfuliy burdened with debs 
and taxation,—sometimes through the election 
of corrupt officials, and sometimes by decision 
of the majority at special elections. Legisla- 
tures and City and County Governments were 
thought corrupt prior to 1870, but have certainly 
grown worse since, so that Democratic tax- 
payers themselves are now as anxious as 
any to deprive Democratic Legislatures and City 
aod County Governments of power. Neither 
Republican nor Democratic localities have been 
free from misrule, so that nobody now enter- 
tains the fond delusion that a mere change of 
parties will cure the chronic maladministration. 

The constitutional straigbt-jacket may not 
prove as effective as some of its framers expect. 
But it isa 

BEMARKABLY-ELABORATE CONTRIVANCE. 
It provides that the State Legislature cannot add 
to the debt of the State, except, first, to the ex- 
tent of $250,000, in an unforeseen emergency, 
and payable within two years; and, second, in 
an emergency, after authorization by two-thi:ds 
of the voters of the State. That body cannot 
lend the State credit in any form to any person, 
association, or corporation, make or authorize 
any grant, or authorize avy subordizate munici- 
pality or corporation to lend its credit or grant 
money. Neither can it release or extin- 
guish, in whole or in part, any indebt- 
edness of apy corporation, municipality, or 
individual, to the State. It cannot levy, except 


for payment of the existing bonded debt, more 


than 20 cents on the $100 of valuation. 
No county, city, town, township, school-district, 
“or other political corporation or subdivision of 
the State” can become indebted in any manner, 
or for any purpose,” in excess of the rovecus 
provided for the year, without the assent of two- 
thirds of the voters, nor even then in excess of 
5 per cent on the valuation of property, except 
that a county may, with such assent, create a 
larger debt for building a court-nouse or jail. 
Debt being thus prevented, as is believed, the 
amount of tax to be levied for all county pur-

$30,000,000 valuation, to 40 cents in counties 
having over $6,000,000 and less than $10,000,000, 
and to 35 cents in counties having over 830, 000, 
000. City and town taxes cannot exceed $1 on 
the $100 in places of 30,000 inhabitants or more, 
or 60 cents in places of 10,000 to 30,000, or 50 
cents in places of 1,000 to 10,000, or 25 cents in 
places of 1,000 inhabitants or less. School taxes 
cannot exceed 40 cents on the 9100 valuation, 
unless increased by a vote of a majority of tax- 
payers, and then not to exceed $1 on the $100.

THE uo r STABTLING CHANGES 
in the expenditures of some counties, cities, and 
school-districts. Statistics of counties are pub- 
lished which show that, in nineteen counties, the 
county tax now collected is about $968,000, and 
cannot be more than about $350,000 under the 
proposed Constitution. In five of them—Bar- 
ton, Boone, Daviess, Dunklin, and Harrison 
—the reduction of taxes will be over 
two-thirds of the entire amount now raised for 
county v ; and, in four more, —Buchan- 
an, Andrew, Linn, and Oregon. — nearly two- 
thirds ; while, in ten.—De Kalb, Douglas, Jeffer- 
son, Montgomery, New Madrid, Pnelps, Ripley 
Stoddard, Stone, and Taney,—the reduction will 
be over one-half of the tax now raised. Indeed, 
out of 114 counties in the State, only twen.y-six 
now raise as small aeum by taxation as they 
will be allowed to raise under the new Constitu- 
tion. There are no data accessible to show how 
great the reduction of taxes will bein cities, 
towns, and echool-aistricts ; but it will be very 
considerable. In the counties. it is estimated 
that at least $1,429,000 out of 
raised by taxation will be saved. 
thirty-two counties, the officially 
ed debt alseady exceeds 5 per cent of the valua- 
tion, so that no increase will be possible, with- 
out an increase of valuation. 

Unquestionably, the enormous increase of 
county and municipal indebtedness, especially 
within the last five years, has been such as to 
justify the most radical measures to prevent in- 
crease of debt and taxation. The difficulty ia,

This Constitution, all will agree, goes very 
far in the direction of restricting the power of 
the people, through their representatives, to 
make laws for their own government. There 
are many other features of the Constitution 
which are excellent, and some which are de- 
cidedly objectionable; but it is already evident 
that its remarkable limitations of legislative and 
municipal power, especially with respect to 
debts and taxes, will secure 

TAE FAVOR OF A MAJORITY OF THE PEOPLE, 
quite irrespective of other excelleacies or de- 
fects. Probably few of the voters realize how 
little the Legisiature can do under such rules, 
or how littie there is left for it to do under such 
restrictions, as this Constitution contains. But 
the Convention has unquestionably been 
prompted by a very strong public demand for 
extreme limitations of legislative and munic- 
aah waged and, in practical effect, it is proba- 
ble the constitutional provisions will not ex- 
ceed, but rather fall short of, the popular desire. 
Every one realizes the evils which these provis- 
ions are intended to remove; but no one can 
yet foresee what evils will flow from those 
visions, or from devices to evade them. That 
nearly all of them can be evaded. and, unless 
very patiently sustained by public sentiment, 
will be, it is not necessary to say. The full ef- 
fects of the Constitution will hardly be realized 
until after several years of experience under it.

A VAST DEAL OF LITIGATION.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 16.—Massachusetts

The calls for both party Conventions are out,— 
the Democratic at Worcester, Sept. 22, and the 
Republican at the same place, a week later. 
There isn’t, to be sure, as much enthusiasm 
among the people generally as there has been 
in some former years; the party chains hang 
very loosely ; and, though the State, on any- 
thing like a full vote, is undoubtedly Republi- 
can, itis an even chance whether Gaston will 
not be the next Governor.

retain their present quarters. Red Cloud and 
afl bis Chiefs are heartily in favor of the 
Batte, and will carry most of the Indians 
with them. Spotted Tail, however, is de- 
termied te fores the Commissioners to Shadron 
Creek, 26 miles eastward, and has sorraled 
nearly all the Missouri River Indians at his 
Agency, where he holds them. Their Agents 
are new with them, endeavoring to bring them 
around to an agreement to the Crow Butte place, 
with every prospect of suceess. Spotted Tail’s 
obetinacy in this matter is easily traced to two 
things: first, te his jealousy ef the Red Clond 
people; and, secondly, to his being coaxed up 
to tt by some white men of doubtful color. Old 
Spotty is a great fellow at biaff, but must yield 
in this case. The Council will be held at Orot 
Butte, or not at all: for it would be utter foolish- 
nees to allow the noble old pluffer to drag the 
Commission just where he pleased, and would 
be a virtual surrender to him in the more im- 
portant matters of the treaty.

. Boudinot. The Grand Council, by a vote of 
47 to 42, agreed to meet at Okmulgee next year. 

Ingalis presided in place of Superintendent 
Hong, who was compelled to leave, on account 
of official business, the Saturday before the ad- 


journment. Superintendént Hoag wae severely 
hurt, en route to this place from Okmulgee, by a 
refractory team, but not dangerously. 

A CHOCTAW PROCLAMATION. 

Chief Coleman Cole, of the Choctaw Nation, 
ina proclamation recently issued, declares that 
intruders (white men) must be put out of the 
Nation, as the country was the Choctaws’ only, 
and not the white man’s.

SPEECH BY GOV. CRAWFORD.

He, as one of 
the Ceatennial Oommiasioners,, then cordially 
invited al! the tribes present and in the Terri- 
tory, to contribute liberally to the nation’s big 
Fair. The whole world was paying us tribute ; 
and shall our native tribes notcome up to the 
land of Pens, and view the ancestral places of 
their once mighty forefathers? He compli- 
mented in high terms the grand progress made 
by the Cherokes, Creek, sad other nations of 
this Territory, and was proud to name among 
his warmest friends the present Chief of the 
Oherokees (Mr. Ross), the worthy descendant 
and inheritor of the titles aad honors of the 
illustrious John Ross; and, in order to listen to 
his eloquent tongue, he could afford to be silent. 
He wound up with a beautiful exordiam, urging 
the tribes to still farther achievements in the 
arts and sciences, a higher civilization, end a 
wane fe. He was warmly spplauded through- 
out. 

SPEECH BY GEN. SHANKS. 

Gen. Shanks was next introduced, as the rep- 
resentative of the Government, and spoke as 
follows: A new era had dawned upon this great 
Territory. He was glad to meet so many of the 
representatives of the nations here, and congrat- 
ulated them npon their auspicious gathering. It 
bas been said that this is a white man’s fair, and 
would be used to overturn their present status 
aud deprive them of their lands. Not so, for 
the Government of the United States has never 
violated a single treaty of the 372 treaties made 
with the American Indians: but the whole 
trouble grew out of uneasy and predatory white 
men, who, through the Senate, had, from time to 
time, these treaties changed for their own selfish 
ends. Bat, in 1871. the United States Congress. 
by law, prohibited any further treaty, and you 
are to-day as secure in your rights ad any people 
under the shining sun. It has been the pride 
and boast of our country that eternal justice is 
oue of her firmest corner-stones, and you need 
not fear the result. During the past summer, 
the speaker bad been with the Ara Choy- 
ennes, Apaches, Comanches, and others, and 
everywhere found the desire for progress preva- 
lent. He was woll treated 


; and the 
wild Indian ean penetrate with unfailing eves 
your character and intent, as far as any other 
—— — pet be restored ; open way 
for civilization an to these people ; 
cultivate therr minds — hearts ; and the na- 
tions represented will, in a few years, be a proud 
monument to the American people. Come next 
year and make a grand Fair; bring all your 
produets ; change from the chase to the piow ; 
ana evince to the world that a triumph is before 
you. [Great applause.) 

SPEEOH BY CHIEF ROSS. 

Chief William P. Ross, of the Cherokees, was 
then called for, and said; The kindly senti- 
ments expressed this day in the hearing of you 
all awakens a response in every bosom. He was 
delighted to know that there were high hopes in 
the future for us. He had been reared 
on % farm, but was not 
gaged in that occupation. 
he complimented the careful farmer, 
he was upsparing in his criticisims of the in- 
different and careless farmer, Some years ago, 
on the banks of the Washita, he met Esse-habbe, 
the great Chief of the Comanches, now nt, 
who portrayed to him the trials and di Ities 
among his own people, part of whom were loath 
to quit the chase and assume civilized habits. 
He alluded to a most miserable cabin that he 
had passed the night in, and said, if that was an 
evidence of civilization, be wanted none of it. 
He had occasion recently to allude to the great 
achievements of the United States 10 the last 
hundred years. At the same time, he remem- 
bered that the Seminoles bad an Osceola ; the 
Cherokees, # Sequoyah; the Muskogees (or 
Creeks) 6 Weatherford, whom Gen. Jackson 
1 to be the bravest man he had ever

(colored), of the Oreek Nation, took the

I came to the Okmulgee 
Grand Council, and was glad at what I 
heard the Chiefs talk there, I will talk to 
my people, and tell them to follow the white- 
man’s path. I came here four nights ago, 
and have learned much. I have exhibited many 
relics of my tribe at this Fair, and intend to 
bring more with me to the Fair next year. I 
have been told that this great Territory belongs 
to us, and we waat it for ourselves and our chil- 
dre always. I take bome with me kind feelings 
for the good treatment 1 have received. I look 
to my more civilized brothers for council in our 
great work in following the white-man’s path. 
All T have to say more is, that I want to do right. 
I thank you.” : 

Joshua Ross, Eaq., the efficient and gentle- 
manly Secretary of the Fair Association, then de- 
livered a very pleasant address on Agriculture 
and the Arts of Peace, and predicted a glorious 
futare for the people of these nations tribes 
in that direction, aud complimented his red 
brothers on the sentiments that they had ex- 
pressed to-day in his hearing.

The British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science appointed a Committee last 
year to inquire into the question of combina- 
tions of both capitalists and laborers.

The practice of 
artificially limiting the number of appren- 
tices is wisely condemned. It is asserted 
that neither strikes nor lock-outs can perma- 
nently affect the rate of wages. Payment by 
the piece is recommended as the best wage- 
system. Arbitration is strongly indorsed. 
Great stress is laid upon the absolute neces- 
sity of thoroughly educating workingmen in 
sound principles of political economy. It is 
especially gratifying to note this last recom- 
mendation.

Sixty years elapsed between the sup- 
pression of the monasteries and the passage 
of the first poor-law. The great increase in 
pauperism which led to the law occured 
during the reign of Henry VIII. and his son, 
and was caused, according to Prof. Rooms, 
by the issue of base coin from the rcyal mints.

The Democratic policy of 
debasing the value of the greenback and 
rendering it of uncertain value, is merely a 
repetition of the device adopted by royal des- 
pots, three centuries ago, to cheat the peo-

9. Mr. Wurz proposes a scaling system, 
This is more or less fanciful, and, so far, en- 
tirely theoregj The only equitable system 
of scaling t occurs to us is the repeal of 
the Legal-Tender act, and the passage of a 
law enabling and requiring every man to pay 
his debts at the gold value of the currency at 
the time when the debt was contracted. We 
imagine that such a plan would be beset with 
such obstacles as to be dismissed as impracti- 


cable. 
10. If, in referring to the conversion of 


greenbacks into bonds, Mr. Won means 
that the holder of greenbacks should always 
have the privilege of eonverting his green- 
backs into a gold bond at a low rate of inter- 
est, and that the greenbacks so converted 
should be canceled, we agree with him en- 
tirely. We have frequently advocated this, 
on the ground that those holding Govern- 
ment greenback scrip are entitled to interest, 
if they desire it, as the Government should 
either redeem its notes on demand or pay the 
holder interest thereon. 

11. There is no need to provide any further 
facilities for the issue of bank-notes. The 
Free-Banking law covers the whole ground. 
It renders the issue of National Bank notes 
absolutely secure, and gives unlimited priv- 
Ueges when the law is complied with. The 
former so-called monopoly of the National 
Banks is removed altogether. Bank issues 
are now flexible, and do contract or expand 
according to the law of demand. 

12, As regards the establishment of the 
Sub-Treasuries, the system has been ap- 
proved by the people, and is not likely to be 
changed. For the rest, it has nothing to do 
with the currency problem.

reading and arithmetic, is political economy. 
Boards of Education cannot better subserve 
the interests of the children under their 
charge, of the parents of those children, and 
of the community at large, than to place a 
clear, short, and simple text-book on political 
economy in the regular course of study. 
There is no other science which concerns 80 
many persons as directly and potently as that 
of political economy does. Tue Taisune 
has long urged this matter upon public atten- 
tion. We have shown the innumerable prac- 
tical advantages of the study of the scionce. 
Saying anything in its behalf now will be on- 
ly a summary of what we have said before, 
but it may be well to sketch these advantages 
once more. Political economy teaches what 
Government may rightfully demand of the 
citizen and what it may not. It 
teaches the folly of legal interference 
with private tastes. It shows how the State, 
in its zeal to promote the interests of partic- 
ular trades, often imposes needless and gall- 
ing fetters upon all industry. It riddles the 
fallacies on which believers in wild-cat 
money rely. It proves the folly of ordinary 
strikes. It explains the forces which really 
fix wages. It shows the mutual dependence 
ofjeapital and labor. It shows how all labor 
isso interlinked that the man who-does slov- 
enly work, with brain or body, harms not 
only himself, but his fellows and the world. 
It pleads for arbitration and co-operation. 
It preaches the gospel of thrift and honesty. 
It teaches that the suffrage is a trust created 
by the State and to be used, honorably, only 
for the State’s benefit. It is not only, as it is 
usually defined, the seience of the pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth, 
but the science of the production of 
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show for our mortgages, and that the 
increase of our business, added to industry 
and economy, would enable us to pay them 
off in due time. We have known that there 
was a good reason for the mortgages, and 
that they did not represent the losses of a 
declining business or the wastefulness of 
extravagant habits. We have remembered 
that there was a fire in 1871 which destroyed 
over $150,000,000 of property belonging to 
our people, and that we have within four 
years more than restored the houses, stocks, 
furniture, etc., thus swept away at one blow. 
We had to borrow a portion of the money 
with which to supply this vast vacuum, and 
we have had an abiding faith that our increas- 
ing commerce and productions would yield 
profits sufficient to cancel the debt in a few 
years. Every day some of the debt is being 
paid off. It is far less now than it was two 
years ago. 

Now we find from recent statistics that New 
York, which has not been slow to taunt Chi- 
cago with its debts caused by misfortune, is 
in a much worse condition in this regard then 
Chicago is,—that New York, which has had 
no great fires and whose business is on the 
decline, is mortgaged much more heavily 
in proportion to the value of its property 
than Chicago. The records show that the 
public financial institutions of New York— 
the savings banks, the fire, marine, and life 
insurance companies—hold mortgages in New 
York City and Brooklyn to the amount of 
214,833,513, and that, in addition 
to this, it is estimated that 8155, 000, 
000 of private capital is similarly in- 
vested. According to this showing, New 
York is really mortgaged to the frightful ex- 
tent of $369,835,513, or, in round numbers, 
three hundred and seventy millions.

An undertaker is not apt, under the most 
favorable circumstances, to excite cheerful 
thoughts. There is an odor of graveyard 
mold about him, a suggestion of coffins, a 
funereal aspect.

Nearly all the thirty-five 
tribes are represented. There is a 
good display of stock, though the er- 
cessively hot weather has interfered 
with this; but the best display is 
that of Indians. Red men whose fathers 
were half naked and wholly brutish, 
living by war and the chase, marched in or- 
dered procession with banners that bore 
mottoes like these : ‘‘ Agriculture is the source 
of wealth,” “the farm is better than the 
chase,” We wish to learn,” Peace with 
all people.” Healthful speeches were made, 
and a general fraternization followed. This 
is the first inter-tribal act of the thirty-five 
independent communities occupying the Ter- 
ritory. It is the most interesting fair of the 
season.

BREAD FOR GREAT BRITAIN. 

The extended returns of the wheat crop of 
the British Isles, published in the London 
Times of last Saturday, form a budget of 
good news for American farmers. In 1860, 
when the population of Great Britain and 
Ireland was 5,000,000 less than it is now, the 
number of acres devoted to the cultivation of 
wheat was half a million in excess of the 
present figures. The United Kingdom will 
need to import more wheat this year than it 
did last by considerable, for, while the popu- 
lation has slightly increased, the wheat crop 
has fallen off 14 per cent in Ireland, 
and nearly 8 per cent in the whole 
Kingdom. Mr. James Carp, a recognized 
authority on the crop-supply subject, states 
that 88,000,000 bushels of wheat will have to 
be imported, in order to feed the nation 
during the coming winter and spring. The 
great bulk of this will be drawn from our 
Western grain-fields, for the violent weather 
has destroyed much of the exportable surplus 
of competing grain-growers in Europe. Their 
loss is our gain. Our farmers are somewhat 
in the position of the British agriculturist who 
figured in Lxxon's famous cartoon during the 
Crimean War. The picture represented 8 
farmer talking to his landlord, who said : “I 
see there is good news; there is a chance of 
peace.” To which the astounded farmer 
answered: Good God, you don't mean to 
say there is any danger of peace!”

CERMANY. 
AN AUGUST AND IMPERIAL SHAM. 

Lizenirz, Silesia, Sept. 17.—The grand au- 
tumnal maneuvres of the German army con- 
cluded to-day near Liegnitz, after three days of 
earnest kriegspie! (war play), which resembled a 
real war rather than play. Two army corps, the 
Fifth, commanded by Gen. Von Kirchbacn, and 
the Sixth. under Gen. Tumpling, each about 
30,000 strong, were pitted against each other. 
Although executing plans of battle laid down 
for them, they endeavored to gain the victory, 
a8 adjudged by the Kaiser and general staff. 
The ground on which the maaeuvres took 
place was to a great ‘extent the scene of 
Blucher's victory over Macdonald, on Katz- 
bach River, in 1813. The Fifth Army Corpa, 
representing Blucher's army, repeated his move- 
menta, and the Sixth took the place of the foe. 
The Sixth advanced from the direction of Hay- 
nan, but the Fifth, offering a vigorous opposi- 
tion, pushed it back across the creek, and vir- 
tually defeated ié by preventing its advance on 
Liegnitz. Being hard pressed, the defeated 
corps endeavored to reach Janer, a town inclosed 


by double wails and a  fonsse, situated 
on the right bank of the Neisse, 
10 miles southeast of Liegnitz, by 


marching via Goldberg, on thé Katzbach, 11 
miles southwest of Liegnitz. It vrossed that 
river in hope of being able to form a new base 
of operations and secure reinforcements. 
Though successfully effecting the passage of the 
Katzbach, the Fifth Corps effectually checked 
tts further advance. On the third day, however’ 
the Sixth Corpse took the offensive, and succeed- 
ed in pressing the Fifth back upon Liegnitz. 
This was the general pian. The execution of 
detaila was left to the skili of commanders, 
many of whom won laurels on these mim- 
ic batie-fields, and some disgraced tbem- 
selves, The Sixth Corps was commanded 
the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. Each day the scene was brilliant 
in the extreme. The contest for the passage of - 
the Katzbach on Friday morning, as seen from 
the beights above Kroitzsch, resembied more 
a real than a sham battle. Bridges had been 
erected during the night, and the position of 
the Sixth Corps was maintained by many 
brilliant cavalry charges. The battle-ground 
was 9 miles in diameter, and from every point 
in the horizon clouds of dust marked the ad- 
vance of the troops. The lovely valley of the 
Katzbach was enveioped at times in the smoke 
or artillery and from infantry firing. 
To-days contest concluded by 2 brili- 
iant§ storming of i the heighte near 
Rothkirch by the Sixth , deciding 
the victory in its favor. The Emperor was 
watching the maneuvres, attended by a brillant- 
ly uniformed suite, including the foreign offi- 
cers. With the Emperor were the Crown Prince, 
the King of Saxony, Archduke Albrecht of 
Austria, Prince “August, the Crown Prince of 
Portugal, Princes Frederick Charles and Carl 
Aldrecht of Prussia, Prince August of Wurtem- 
burg, and Prince Arthur of England. The 
Americans present were Quartermaster Meigs, 
with his son and Lieut. Newoomb, and Cols. 
Dickinson, Woodraff, Delancey, Floyd, and Jones. 
The Emperor rode an immense distance daily, 
accompanied by Von Moltke, often dashing 
u on the eminences where the fight was thickest, 
criticising the storming and commending. The 
foreign otlicers were unanimous im praising the 
discipline, activity, and precision of the evolu- 
tions.

GALVESTON. 

Sr. Loum, Sept. 19.—A Galveston special to 
the Globe-Democrai at a late hour last night 
says: The storm which commenced Wednes- 
day continued to rage with great violence until 
late Friday night. The water from the Gulf of 
Mexico overflowed balf of Galveston Island, 
knocking down some hundred small tenements, 
and fences, unroofing several churches and resi- 
dences, knocking down signs, awnings, and 
ether hangings. The water is on the principal 
streete. The Strand Market was several umes 
2 feet deep. Three large schooners lying in 
the harbor were swamped, one steamboat and two 
tugs sunk, one being completely demolished, 
one of Morgane steamships driven against 
the wherfs, but only slightly damaged, and one 
large English bark forced from its moorings and 
driven'ashore. One schooner is 40 feet on land. 
Some ten men, working on breakwater at the 
bar, were drowned. The Health Officer, Dr. G. 
W. Pette, and his grandson are drowned. His 
house was carried off, and one negro woman 
killed by the honse falling after having floated 
50 feet. The railroad track is torn up in twenty 
places on the island. The bridge is partially de- 
stroyed. Culverts on both roads are washed 
out, and damages are variously estimated at 
from $100,000 to $200,000. The storm was a 
regular cyclone, but the wind was not very 
heavy, though the water was higher than 
during the great storms of 1867 and 
1811. At 11 o'clock last night the wind 
got to the southwest and began to leave both 
the bay and streets dry. To-day all is dry and 
pleasant in appearance. A committee has or- 
ganized for the relief of the sufferers, who were 
principally residents on the Gulf side and the 
bay shore. All telegraph lines have been blown 
down till to-night. The storm extended to 
Hempstead on the Texas Central, and Weller on 
the Great Northern Road, doing damage on ite 
entire route, including that at Houston. No 
mails have arrived for three davs, and there has 
been no telegravh commuaication till this even 
ing, when one wire began work. The loss by 
the storm will not aggregate nearly eo large as 
wae antici thé wiod having been very 
steady. The shipping especially. has escaped 
far beyond expectation.” 

New ORLEANS, 5 19.—The following was 
received at 1 o’clock last night from Galveston : 
Storm since the 15th. ater high, but very 
little damage done to property or shipping. Only 
two lives lost, and those were at the extreme 
eastern point of the island, exposed to the full 
force of the storm. The railroads are only 
slightly damaged. It is expected that trains will 
be running in a day or two.” 

New Oran, Sept. 19.—Telegraphic com- 
munication with Galveston w still interrupted. 
A steamer arrived at Drashear to-day, bringing

Many telegraph poles were blown 
down aod railroads badly broken. On the 
island eulverts are gone and track washed off. 
The bridge stands, with the exception of 100 
yards of stringers and iron piling. 
It will several days before it 
can be repaired, but trains will resume.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
OAKWOOD BOULEVARD IMPROVEMENT. 
Te the Editor ef The Chicage Trebwune : 

Oaxtanp, Sept. 19.—The accuracy of your 
Sunday correspondent from Oakland in 
his reflection upon the property-owners of Oak- 
wood boulevard is called in question. The facts 
about the widening of Oakwood boulevard are 
these: The widening was agreed upon by the 
property-owners, and the right given to the 
South Park Commissioners, subject to certain 
conditions, three years ago—not recently, as 
your correspondent intimates. The Commission- 
ers did not pay a penny for the ten feet off each 
side of the original street; the land was donated 
to them by the property-owners, who also sub- 
scribed a considerable sum towards the pur- 
chase by the Commissioners of the triangular lot 
at the intersection of Oakwood boulevard 
with Cottage Grove avenue aod Drexel boule- 
vard. The Commissioners have never notified 
the property-holders to remove their fences to 
the new line, as your correspondent declares. 
None of the property-owners are opposed to do- 
ing so, when the conditions under which their 
lands were donated are complied with. 

If any complaint is made as to the present 
condition of Oakwood boulevard, it certainly 
should not be made against the property-ownercs. 
Most of these propertv-owners stipulated in 
their deeds of gift to the South Park Commis- 
sioners that the strip of land thus conveyed 
should revert back to them ‘‘ whenever the same 
shall cease to be used for a public park, park- 
— or drive in connection with the South Parks 
and boulevards, or if, within two months from 
sept. 7, 1872, the improvement of said stieet 
as a parkway or drive shall vot have 
been begun, or if within three ears from Sept. 
7, 1872, there shall not be good and passable 
driveways and footways laid along the same, and 
thereafter kept up and maintained by the Coim- 
miasiopers in good and proper condition as a 
part of the system of South Parks and boule- 
vards.” Hos we have been kept faith with, any 
pleasure-seeker along our boulevard can per- 
ceive. The sidewalks we had lad were torn up, 
and part of them never relaid, while great | 
stretches of the foutways are still in their primi- 
tive condition, aod almost impassable ; a narrow 
strip of roadway has been graveled, leaving the 
remainder of the street in a shameful condition, 
and until a couple of months ago the triangular 
plat facing Drexel boulevard was a receptacie 
for fiith and debris. The three years of lmit 
have passed, and we are still waiting for the fin- 
ished driveways, the ornamented walks and 
flower plats, the lines of shade-trees, and the 
playing fountains. It is only justice to the 
South Park Commissioners to add that they 
claim they are delayed in their contem- 


,plated improvement of the street by their 


mability to secure the necessary action by 
the Town Trustees, authoring them to sewer 
the street. The property-owners along the 
street have agreed to bear the greater part of the 
cost, but though repeated petitions have been 
made to the Town Trustees, the sewer is not 
laid. We, however, do not fare worse in this 
than have all the citizens of the northern part of 
the Hyde-Park district during the last three or 
four years in finding every petation for the im- 
provement of their thickly-populated, neatly 
and handsomely-built part of the town quietly 
ignored. We thought we had checkmated that 
game at the last Trustee election by getting in 
at least one Trustee who would stick with us, but 
he drilis now with the otner side. I certainly 
wish your Sunday correspondant might have a 
foretaste of the responsibilities of an Oakwood 
boulevard property-owner, for then, like the 
writer and many others, he could sigh for an es- 
cape from the rule of Town Trustee irresponsi- 
bles, petty police domineerings, and swamp antoc- 
racies to the certainly bad enough, but infinite- 
ly better, government of Chicago.
